tccidants over the Memorial 
Day weekend snuffed out the 
lives of hundreds of Americans 
and safety experts feared today 
the long holiday period might 
produce a record toll, 


The total number of deaths on 


highways stood at 352 early to- 
day, 


Howard Pyle, president of the 


National Safety Council, said 
traffic fatalities are running 
about 5 per cent less than last 
year's three-day Memorial Day 
weekend, However, he added, 
since this year the respite spans 
four days, total traffic deaths- 
barring a trend reversal-will 
hit a new Memorial day week* 
end high. 


"Reports to this time indicate 


the final total will fall within the 
650-750 range estimated by the 
council at the start of the holi- 
day," Pyle said. The final count 
will include traffic deaths from 
6 p.m. Friday to midnight Tues- 
day, 


The all-time high for any holi- 


day was 720 for the three-day 
1965 Christmas holiday period. 
Highest summertime traffic toll 
was last year's July 4 three-day 
holiday when 636 died. 


Pyle said the Increasing fatal- 


ity rate over (he past two years 
reflects the growing number of 
drivers on the nation's highways 
and underlines "the urgency 
with which states must adopt 
new safety programs that meet 
federal standards." 


Last year 542 persons died in 


traffic accidents over the three- 
day holiday, a record for a 
Memorial Day observance of 
any length. The most recent 
four-day Memorial Day week- 
end was In 1961, when there 
were 462 highway deaths.

HOLLYWOOD (AP) - So you 


sat down and wrote an angry 
letter suggesting changes in the 
television program. Did it liave 
any effect? 


Probably not. 
Testimony from producers at 


all three major networks indi- 
cates viewers' letters rarely 
influence program content. 


Says Paul Mbnash of ABC's 


"Peyton Place": "We get an 
average of 1,000 letters a week, 
about 20 of them with story 
suggestions 
and ideas about 


characters: 'If anything hap- 
pens to so-and-so I'll never 
watch 
the show again. 'Let 


Rodney and Betty get married.' 


"They give us an idea of what 


some people in the audience are 
thinking, but basically I have to 
rely on my own instincts." 


Has Mbnash ever followed a 


viewer's suggestion? 


"Not really. For one thing, 


the shows are planned and writ- 
ten 15 weeks ahead of the air 
date. What the audience is re- 
sponding to is something that 
already has been determined. 


"Secondly, we're not allowed 


to adopt ideas for nothing. We 
could possibly be open to a law- 
suit." 


Next is Perry Lafferty, CBS- 


TV programming chief in Holly- 
wood: 


"If you get a number of com- 


ments along the same line — 
like 50 letters a week, or 150 or 
200 — and if the producer thinks 
it's a good suggestion, they may 
have some effect, 


"The first time we used a lit- 


tle girl on the Danny Kaye show 
we got a lot of mail, which prob- 
ably stepped up our use of her. 


"Generally 
we're not in- 


fluenced by derogatory mail, 
because we expect it anyway. 
With a sketch involving drink- 
ing, or with beautiful but low- 
cut costumes, you know you'll 
get mail." 


Gene Roddenberry, producers 


of NBC's "Star Trek," recalls: 


"At pickup time we were in 


danger of not being renewed, 
and NBC got a flood of mail. It 
was bound to have some effect, 
but I don't think the network 
could be pushed into anything." 


The show, filming for next 


season, draws about 4,600 let- 
ters a week, a surprising num- 
ber, Roddenberry says, from 
schoolteachers, professors and 
scientists. They offer compli- 
ments, challenge scientific slip- 
ups or seek information.

You Can't Talk 
Your Way Out of 
Trouble in Debt 


ot all of our readers agree 
with the editor's position on 


_ 
the 
ever-growing federal 


debt. Nevertheless we had major- 
ity opinion with us when we tried 
to block construction of Hope's 
new $400,000 federal and post 
office building, which the gov- 
ernment built anyway; and local 
people 
definitely rejected a 


street-paving project which con- 
tained a $25,000 federal grant- 
a project now being rewritten to 
exclude federal aid and there* 
fore acceptable. 


The minority view of these 


things is "Other cities are get- 
ting the federal money —why 
shouldn't Hope?" 


But I think you should spell 


out public morality by what hap- 
pens in the place where you live- 
not by how much other people 
steal in other cities. Little Rock 
is wasting millions of federal 
dollars on a scandalous "urban 
renewal" 
program, compared 


with which the Hope offering is 
merely a plateful of crumbs. But 
if towns like Hope reject these 
"crumbs" 
the 
backlash will 


eventually smash the big steal 
going on in the big cities. 
I 


am not alone, nor is Hope, in 
standing steadfast for common 
honesty and national security- 
cities like Fort Worth and Fort 
Smith have repeatedly rejected 
"urban aid" in referendums. 


Just how important is this bus- 


iness of standing steadfast? 


Last week the financial plight 


of the federal government was so 
desperate that the House Ways 
i Means Committee felt com- 
pelled to recommend an increase 
of 29 billions in the federal debt 
limit, establishing a new ceiling 
of 365 billion. 


The public debt was 320 bil- 


lion at the close of 1966, so ob- 
viously we are sinking pretty fast 
when a 29-billion expansion has to 
be authorized with the year not 
yet at tbe halfway mark. 


Have you any idea what all these 


"crumbs" offered Hope and oth- 
er courageous and loyal towns 
add up to? They are part of a 
domestic spending program that 
is gradually destroying the worth 
of the American dollar and 
cannibaling our savings in Social 
Security. Make no mistake about 
this. It is the domestic "wel- 
fare and grant" program that is 
damaging us more than Viet Nam 
or any other war. War merely 
gets us into the habit of spend- 
ing money we don't have—the 
damage Is done in peacetime 
when we go right on spending 
without the justification of war. 
Here is our American debt rec- 
ord in brief: 


In 1915 the U. S. owed only a 


little more than 1 billion dol- 
lars. By 1920 World War 
I 


had put it up to 24 billion. By 
1930 this had been reduced to 
16 
biUion. F. D. Roosevelt's 


panic operations in the 1930's 
advanced it to 40 billion by 1939 
-on 
the eve of World War U. 


In Work) War II the debt reached 


a peak of 269 billion in 1946. 


But it didn't drop with the com- 


ing of peace, as it should have. 
Instead, it has gone right on 
climbing until today it crowds 
a new ceiling of 365 billion, or 
will do so before the year is 
out. 


You have three options as a 


voting American citizen; (!) Au- 
thorize a tax increase to cov- 
er government expense and re- 
duce the debt, in which case you 
wouldn't have much left from 
your pay-check; (2) Do nothing 
about it now and risk confisca- 
tion later on, in which case you 
would be left with nothing at 
all; or (3) Beat every federal 
candidate who refuses to go along 
with you on an expenditure*cut* 
ting program.

ATHENS (AP) - Officers of 


the U.S. 6th Fleet believe Israel 
will launch a major land assault 
Into the Sinai Peninsula if Egypt 
sinks a ship bound for Israel in 
the Gulf of Aqaba. 


The Israelis have virtually no 


naval capability to compete 
against Egyptian 160mm guns 
controlling the mouth of the 
gulf, their link to East Africa, 
Asia and Iranian oil. 


U.S. Navy officers therefore 


expect Israel would use Its high- 
ly mobile army to penetrate into 
and eventually gain control of 
the entire Egyptian peninsula- 
breaking Egypt's grip on the 
Gulf. Elath, Israel's only south- 
ern port, is at the head of the 
gulf. 


Although the port handles 


only 10 to 15 per cent of Israel's 
shipping, Elath receives virtual- 
ly all of Israel's oil from the 
Middle East. Because of Israel's 
great reliance on mechanized 
movement of troops, oil is a 
strategic resource. 


Israel has only a semblance of 


a naval force in the gulf to con- 
tend with Egyptian President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser's

claimed blockade against Israll 
shipping. 


UJS. Navy officers credit Is-

Egypt, on the other hand, has
